TRIAL OF CHICAG 
ACKERS ON 


Defendants Are Charged with 


Violating Sherman Law—Ac- 


tion Against the Beef Trust for Breaking Criminal 
Law Started Eizht Years Ago 


(Special to The Capital.) 

Chieago, Ill, Nov. 16,—Chicago 
packers, under indictment for alleged 
violation of the criminal provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust act in the alleg- 
ed maintenance of an “unreasonable” 
conspiracy to restrain the meat indus- 
try of the country, will be placed on 
trial before Judge George A, Carpen- 
ten in the United Slates District court 
jn this city next Monday, <A special 
venire of 150 men has been ordered 
to report on that day and it is expect- 
ed the trial will proceed without fur- 
ther delay, 

Prosecutors for the Department of 
Justice and the great corps of allorneys 
for the defense are planning the greal- 
es‘ legal battle ever waged in a Fder- 
ai court. It is estimated that the trial 
will take at least thre months, 

“Hundreds of Witnesses. 

From the standpoint of the depart- 
ment of Justice the case will break all 
records in volume of testimony, — Al- 
ready several hundred witnesses have 
been subpoenacd. The majority of the 
witnesses to be called are retail and 
wholesale meat dealers, former ofticials 
of Chicago packing companies and oul- 
of-town packers. Many aiready have 
given evidence before the Federal grand 
jury which returned the true bills. 

Bight years have elapsed since the 
government first started proceedings 
against the alleged “beef trust." It 
was in 1903 that the first indictments 
were returned and in December of that

“The eyes of many thousands of the 
people of Great Britain of the investing 
classes are turned towards Canada to- 
day. Some of the finest estates of the 
old Jand are being placed on the mar- 
ket in order that their owners mahy re- 
alize funds for Canadian development 
projects.” 

In the above words W. S. Weeks, 
who returned to Edmonton. yesterday 
afler a six months European tour, in- 
dicated the stalus of Canadian securi- 
ties in British financial circles, While 
business conditions have — probably 
never been better than they are loday 
in England, the fluid) capital which 
seeks investment abroad, is greater in 
volume than at any period in the past. 
By the heavy national taxation imposed 
upon large estates during recent years, 
an impelus, he declares, has been Biv ell | 
to foreign investment, Canad is gel- 
ting the lion’s share of the enugrating 
capital, 

During the course of his tour Mr. 
Weeks lias devoted himself to the task 
of. bringing home to his friends some 
realization of the possibilities of the 
Canadian West. He has vis.ted Eng- 
jand a number of times of late, and 
bas been the means of bringing to Al- 
berta no fewer than fifty English 
families, 

“py the British investor of today, 
Canada is the most favored nation,” he 
said yesterday. ‘Never has the British 
public been so fully alive to the ad- 
vantages of investment in the Doiiin- 
ion, Superstitions as to our climate 
which have in the past been a handi- 
cap, are at last being exploded. Of the 
emigrating population we are getting 
the best that the old country has lo 
give. 

“There is one direction, however, in 
which the immigration authorities of 
the dominion might with advantage 
widen their camgaign of publicity. In 
the north of England, in the rural dis- 
lricts, settlers of the best stamp might 
be secured, As yet proper attention 
has not been given to this class. 

“As a matter of fact during the next 
few years, Australia is’ to become a 
formidable rival of the Dominion. The 
slates of the commonwealth are pre- 
paring a setliement campaign which 
will be carried out on a very large 
scale, Assisted immigration is to be 
undertaken. The emigrating classes of 
the south of Engiand have been at- 
tracted by Austraha for some years, 

The people of the north prefer Can- 
ada,”
